uedbeck, Offober 25. 1780. 
HAVE the honour to acquaint your Lordihip, that I have juft re- 
ceived an eapreis rom Major Cacleton, who commands one of the 
detachments inentioned in my letters to your Lordihip of the 17th ul- 


timo. 

"Phe fecrecy and difpatch with which this detachment penetrated, 
prevented any oppefition of coufequence on the part of the.enemy ; 
and on the roth and rith inftant, the garrivons of Fort Ann and Fort 
George furrenctered prifoners of war. 

Major Catietoa, who has, as well as his detachment, fhewm great 
zeal and adtivity in this affair, having fully anfwered the purpoles for 
which he was fent, is returned to Crown Point, where he is to remain 
as asthe feafon will permit the vefléls to navigite the lake, in or- 
der to draw the attention of the enemy. 

‘The reports affiduoyfly publithed upon all occafions by the enemy, of 
crueltics committed. by the Indians, are notorioully falle, and propa-
